Fearfal Loss of Life. 
fan FRANOISOO, July 25, 
The Pacific Mail steamer Rio Jan- 
eiro arrived last night, bringing.

community is to encoirage home 
manufactures,” said Ben Franklin. 
Tais sentiment I first saw on the 
cover of an old time copy book in a 
log school house in my native 
borough of Minersville, Penansyl- 
vania, thirty years ago, and they) 
have never escaped my memory. 
There is no controyerting of the 
wisdom they contain, The philos- 
ophy embodied in them is just as 
applicable to the future of Reno as 
they were to the colonists when 
they threw the tea overboard in 
Boston harber and defied the Brit- 
ish Government in its application 
of the law which made them pay 
taxes without representation, aud 
by listening to the admonition of 
poor Richard laid the foundation of 
the greatest Government on earth. 
Here is a lesson that might be car- 
ried over with profit by all our citi- 
zens, particularly our merchants— 
those of them, at least, who have 
large interests at stake and own 
property, the value of which they 
desire to enhance. 

Yesterday when I entered the 
174x75-foot saloon of Mr. George 
Backer on Commercial Row, near 
Sierra street, and saw the thirsty 
throng drinking beer and consum- 
ing a small lunch I thought of the 
lines quoted above.

Two bar- 
rels of beer, fresh from this recepta- 
cle, are kept on top on a staud next 
the bar, where Mr. Becker and his 
nephew, Mr. Casper Becker, are 
‘kept coustantly on the go, tapping, 
tapping the foaming beverage or 
dealing out cool, refreshing soda 
water or ginger ale. The room is 
handsomely adorned with choice 
paintings, steel engravings, photo- 
graphs, etc. Inthe rear a new pool 
table appears, while a capacious 
private room for consultation ia at 
the disposal of the guests. Mr. 
Becker has no pretentions toa res-

California wines, with Kimmell, 
champagne, bottled beer and Kir- 
schen wasser. 
ona loug table every day in the 
year for patrons, while drinking the 
cool beer dispensed at the bar. 
In company with the proprietor I 
visited his brewery and soda works, 
and was delighted to know that 
our retail dealers and citizens gen- 
erally appreciate his enterprise, 
and by their presence and pur- 
chases stimulate bome industry. 
The brewery faces on Sierra street, 
and, in dimensions, is 75x50 feet. 
To the cellar we first repaired, 
which is 50x26 feet, in which are 
two fermenting tubs, each with a 
capacity of 500 gallons. To the 
north of these is a _ clarifier, 
20x10 feet in dimensions The 
boiler on the upper floor has 
a capacity of 300 gallons 
and is kept almost constantly in 
use in this hot weather, as Mr. 
Becker is com pelled to brew three 
times a week to supply his trade. 
The cooler here is 30x15 feet, while 
the mash tub is six feetin diameter 
and five feet in depth. On this 
floor the grain is stored and ready 
for use, while a patent keg-plugger 
is located near by, with which the 
beer is barreled and then steamed 
by the use of the latest process at 
the south end of the brewery.
